GEO. M. DALLAS—CONSISTENCY. 

The Locofoco candidate for the vice presidency, in his letter to the 
Harrisburg Convention excusing his personal attendance at the ‘ meeting 
invited to welcome the formal nomination of Francis R. Shunk’ in the 
room of H. A. Muhlenberg, dec., as the candidate for governor of that 
state, says— 

‘‘ We, who cling to the precepts and practices of republicanism, who 
eschew corporate monopolies and moneyed monsters, who inculcate eco- 
nomy, love good faith, toleration, frugal and plain habits, and equality : 
we, I say, can fasten our reliance upon Mr. Shunk as fearlessly as ever 
mariners looked to the tried and truest pilot.” 

This is what Mr. Dallas says now, since his nomination. Let us see 
what this gentleman said and did in 1832. (n the 9th January, 1832, 
Mr. Dallas presented a memorial to the Senate from the United States 
Bank praying its recharter, and accompanied it with the following remarks: 


* He could not but feel strongly impressed by the recollection that the 
* Legislature of Pennsylvania recently and in effect unanimously had re- 
‘ commended the recharter of the bank. He came there a willing as he 
‘ was virtually an instructed agent in promoting, to the extent of his abi- 
‘ lity, an object, which however dangerously timed its introduction might 
‘seem, was in itself entitled to every consideration ani favor.” (See 
Register of Debates, vol. viii, Part I, p. 55.) 

“ March 13, 1882—Mr. Dallas, from tne Select Committee, reported a 
¢ bill to renew the charter of the Bank of the United States.” 

“* May 23, 1832—Mr. Dallas made a speech in favor of the Bank, as 
¢ constitutional add expedient.” 

Mr..Dallas voted for the bill to recharter the U. S. bank, and when it 
was vetoed by President Jackson, he voted for its reeharter notwithstand- 
ing the veto. Subsequently, Mr. Dallas turned against the old U.S. bank, 
but he did not change his opinions about the constitutionality or expedi- 
ency of such an institution, as is apparent from the following extract from 
a letter of his, addressed to some of the citizens of his own state, da‘ed 
July 7, 1836. 

‘¢ Of the constitutional power of the National Government to create a 
* Bank, I did not then, nor do I now entertain a doubt. Of the ability of 
‘ Congress to create such a Kank as would be a safe machine of fina.ce, 
‘ and a serviceable agent in preserving a sound currency, I then was, as 
* J still am convinced.” 

Consistency, thou art a jewel. Mr. Dallas now * eschews corporate mo- 
nopolies and moneyed monsters.’ With his eye on the Vice presidency, 
he eschews opinions which a few years since he openly professed and ad- 
vocated, although he does not now entertain a doubt of the constitution- 
ality of the measure. He clings to the ‘ precepts and practices of repub- 
licanism.’? How very republican is the doctrine of Free trade, which en- 
courages foreign labor, at the expense of American citizens— which en- 
ables fore'gn mechanics and manufacturers to andersell our own coun- 
trymen in our own markets—which depreciates the price of their labor to 


a standard which must compel them to goa begging —which gives to fv. | 


reigners the control of our markets—which makes us dependent upon a 


JSoreign nation — which, in short, makes K:ngland the workshop of America, - 


and enables her to reduce our country to that dependent condition which 
her warlike demonstrations were unable to accomplish. This is very re- 
publican. Mr. Dallas professes a high regard, likewise, for ‘economy and 
good faith.’ The economy of retaining the proceeds of the sales of the 
Public Lands, to be squandered, as heretofore, in the payment of election- 
eering expenses, and in the establishment ayd support of partizan presses, 
however it may coincide with Locofoco views and interests, will not, we 
opine, be looked upon in an economical light, by the people, who are 
heavily taxed to pay the interest of State debts, which might be entirely 
paid oil, if these proceeds were allowed to flow in the proper channel. 
So much for his economy. His regard for * good faith,’ notwithstanding 
his professions, is whittled down to the little end of nothing, when we 
consider the fuithless measure of annexing Texas, in defianve of ‘ goud 
faith,’ and in utter disregard of a solemn treaty of peace and friendship 
with Mexico, ‘This specimen of his good faith is equal to that of his re- 
publicrnism. ‘This is the Locofoco candidate for the second office in the 
gift of the people of republican America. ; :

- ren, (obedience to instructions is one of their cardinal doctrinés,) became, 


by a two-third vote, the nominee of the Locofoco party-when this as-

AMOS KENDALL, In aletter to Mr. Clay. written at Frankfort, Ken- 
tucky, on January 21st, 1825, whilst the Presidential election was pend- 
ing in the House of Representatives, used this language: 

‘ As I informed you, the resolutions requesting you to vote for Jackson 
‘ passed, and you have doubtless received them. Jackson is my choice, 
‘all circumstances being equal, between him and Adams. But, if 
‘ interest in the West can be promoted by any other arrangement, I sha 
‘ be content. DO WHAT YOU THINK BEST—THE ARGUS WILL 
‘NOT COMPLAIN, because it has faith that you will do nothing to.com- 
‘ promit the interests of the Western country or of the nation.”—U. 8.- 
Telegraph Extra, of 1828-29, p. 309. 

In 1825, he was for making arrangements to suit Western, in other 

words, his own interests, even if Jackson, his second choice, was thereby 
sacrificed: and Mr. Clay was urged to do what he thought be&t, with the 
assurance that the * Argus” (Kendall’s paper) would not complain. Pret- 
ty fair, we must admit, for the man who is now so horrified at he thems 
of a bargain which he knew was never agitated; much less coi 
ed. 
Again, in a letter to Mr. Clay, of October 11, 1826, he said: 
‘“‘ Whatever course I may feel constrained to take in relation to the Ad- 
‘ ministration generally, | trust I shall not be the means or the occasion 
‘ of casting any imputation upon your integrity or honor.”—U. S. Tele- 
graph Extra, of 1828-’29, p. 309. % 

Again, on the 8th of March, 1828, he wrote to the Hon. David White; 
one of the Kentucky members who voted for Mr. Adams, in these words; 

‘‘ Many of your friends, here (Frankfort) have felt dissatisfaction with 
‘ your address to the public—much deeper thah I have expressed in the 
‘Argus. They have urged me to procure proof of your de ons ; 
* but, as I do not wish to take a step which would injure you, by ah 
‘ a seeming confliction between your public ahd your private slaseenentt 
‘ | have put them off by telling them I would write to you fora further 
‘explanation. If you are guilty of any thing criminal, (in the elbetion 
‘ Mr. Adams, ) so am I, /lair, Crittenden, and many others. * * ® C 
‘ denunciations have deferred me from avowing my agenty ! there 
‘ was no harm thit.” U.S. Telegraph Extra, of 1 ee ,
